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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed claim language with respect to the electric and magnetic field being simultaneous and/or 
perpendicular raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search.

Continuation of 13. Other: With respect to Applicants' comments, note that in the absence of a device for controlling the electric and 
magnetic fields recited in the claims for simultaneously applying the fields, the "wherein" language that the fields are simultaneous does 
not structurally define over the prior art rejection .
